Lawyer, Financier, Manufacturer and
Native of This City

Willlam Dulles, lawyer, financier and
manufacturer, a native of this city and
graduate from the University of Penn-
sylvania Law School with the class of
153580, died suddenly yesterday at Flsher's
Island, N. Y. He was a son of the Rev
John Welsh and Harrlet Winsiow Dulles
and was born on October 1857, while
his father was preaching here. In 1478
he was graduated from Princeton Uni-
versity, from which institution he Imme-
dintely entered the University Law
Echool.
